Attorney files claim 
action against J-M

An Oakland attorney, Steven Kazan, 
dumped a bundle of one-page forms with 
multiple copies at the window in the 
Workmen’s Compensation Appeals 
Board office in Santa Barbara yesterday. 
The papers claimed that 12 men died 
from “ inhaling asbestos and dust in the 
working atmosphere” at the Johns- 
Manville plant in Lompoc. 
They also claimed that nine men and 
one woman are now physically disabled 
because they worked at J-M and 
developed asbestos and other dust 
related diseases there. Three of the men, 
the forms alleged, have suffered hearing 
loss and one man received injury to his 
skin because of “exposure to dust and 
other chemicals“ at the plant. 
The deceased are Charles Lotus Addy, 
Elmer Wuest, Nolan V. Weeks, Avery F 
Watkins. John Washenfelder, William 
Davis. Cecil M Thompson. Robert Lee 
Ryan, Lorenzo G. Gonzales, Vincentre 
Escobedo, Thalmadge Burdine and Dee 
Wiley Beard. 
The injured are Marvin Zimmerman. 
Marvin dVare, Norman Scott. Mary P. 
Ryan, /lirelio Quinonez, Carl F. Hunt, 
Earl G. Howell. Berle K. Halford, Raul 
Gaitan. David Gaitan. Omer Chambers 
and Ben G. Aguilar. 
All are present or former Lompoc resi­ 
dents. 
“ It may prove that some cases are not 
industrial related and that is the end. But 


I know some are,** Kuan said. 
The 28 Workmen's Compensation 
claims are part of a means to redress J- 
M’s long history at Lompoc of mis­ 
leading workers about the condition of 
their health, said Kazan. 
Million dollar lawsuits will follow this 
fall, some 40 of them. They will be filed 
on behalf of the former employes and 
employe survivors named on yesterday s 
claims in addition to former workers and 
survivors of workers who have already 
filed claims and were awarded benefits. 
Lawsuits are necessary, states Kazan, 
because the Workmen’s Compensation 
system of payments is “unrealistic," 
“ A guy may earn $200 or $300 a week 
Under the system, he winds up getting a 
disability of $70 a week.“, explained the 
lawyer 
“ And there are no punitive damages in 
Workmen’s Comp.” he added. “ The only 
way to.teach J-M a lesson is to make it 
hurt in their pocketbook.” 
Kazan also rep resen ts form er 
employes at J-M’s Pittsburg, Calif., 
plant and has filed five lawsuits and 30 or 
so compensation claims against the cor­ 
poration 
According to the lawyer, there are at­ 
torneys representing former J-M 
workers at plants all over the U.S. and 
Canada, “each chipping away at a dif­ 
ferent comer.“ 
"What we see happening in Lompoc 
has been happening in Long Beach. 
Stockton. Texas, New Jersey and 
Canada." he said. 


MOSCOW (U PI) - Two Soviet 
cosmonauts began their first full work­ 
day in space today in their spacecraft 
whirling on a corrected course toward an 
expected rendezvous wih an orbiting 
space station. 
The Tass news agency reported Col. 
Boris Volynov, the spacecraft com­ 
mander, and his flight engineer, Lt. Col. 
Vitaly Zholobov, were “ feeling fine” 
after an eight-hour rest on their Soyuz 21 
ship. 
Tass said the two men began work at 9 
a.m. Moscow time, and Volynov radioed 
the ground “ the crew was working 
according to the preset program.” 
Tass said the Soyuz 21 craft, which was 
launched from Central Asia Tuesday, 
corrected its elliptical orbit Tuesday

Walter Mondale of 
Minnesota, whose Thursday appointment 
with Carter was announced Tuesday, 
Sen. John Glenn of Ohio will travel to 
Plains, Ga.. Thursday and Sen. Henry 
Jackson of Washington will meet with 
Carter next week during the Democratic 
National Convention Also lined up for an 
interview, said Carter press aide Jody 
Powell, is Rep. Peter Rodino of New 
Jersey. 
Carter already has interviewed Sen. 
Edmund Muskie of Maine 
Powell denied reports that Sens Frank 
Church of Idaho and Adlai Stevenson of 
Illinois have been ruled out. 
At the White House. Ford press 
secretary Ron Nessen denied a broad­ 
cast report that campaign manager 
Rogers Morton is on the way out 
“ I want to say flatly that Rogers 
Morton is not leaving the President Ford 
Committee,” Nessen said in response to 
a report by ABC “ The story is not true.” 
Ford arranged to entertain Queen 
Elizabeth and Prince Philip today, while 
his rival for the GOP nomination, Ronald 
Reagan, embarked on a four-day trip to 
North Dakota. Minnesota and Colorado 
in search of delegates. 
Reagan appeared on national televi­ 
sion Tuesday night and attacked Carter 
instead of Ford. 


night. By noon (5 a.m. EDT) the ship had 
circled the earth 14 times. 
The news agency report said the 
spacecraft’s onboard systems were func­ 
tioning normally at the start of the work­ 
ing day. 
Soviet newspapers gave banner 
headlines to the launch of the Soyuz 21, 
but provided no hint when a linkup with 
the orbiting lab was expected. 
Most Western experts believed the two 
cosmonauts would rendezvous with the 
Salyut station within 48 hours of the lif­ 
toff and begin a lengthy stay aboard 
Salyut in a possible bid to set a new 
space endurance record. 
The current mark of 84 days was es­ 
tablished early in 1974 by a trio of 
American astronauts aboard Skylab 4. 
Volynov. a space veteran, and 


Zholobov. a rookie, were rocketed into 
orbit from the Soviet Central Asia launch 
site at Baikonur. 
It was the country’s first manned mis­ 
sion since last July’s joint Apollo-Soyuz 
spectacular. 
Tass news agency said the Soyuz 21 
capsule was circling earth every 88 
minutes in an elliptical orbit and all its 
systems were working normally. 
There was no official indication that a 
space linkup was in store. Tass and 
Moscow television said only that Soyuz 
21 had been sent up to hold “joint ex­ 
periments” with Salyut 5, placed in orbit 
two weeks ago. 
But Soviet scientists are known to be 
particularly interested in developing 
orbiting laboratories as bases for study­ 
ing space and each of the last three 


Soyuz flights involved a docking with 
Salyut 5’s predecessor.Salyut 4. 
The cosmonaut team involved in 
Apollo-Soyuz remained in space 63 days 
— the endurance record for the Soviet 
space program — and spent most of their 
time aboard Salyut 4. 
Although no details were released, the 
Salyut craft was believed to be an im­ 
proved version of the cylindrical Salyut 
4, whichtweighs approximately 20 tons. 
At a conference in the United States 
last month, two cosmonauts said Salyut 5 
had twin docking facilities and could ac­ 
commodate as many as six persons. 
The Western experts said this could 
mean Volynov, the mission commander, 
and Zholobov. his flight engineer, might 
be joined for a multiple docking 
maneuver

Barbara Nogle, 44, 
N ogle’s wife, and sister of the suspect, 
also received superficial stab wounds, 
according to authorities. 
Nogle remained in serious condition in 
Cottage Hospital in Santa Barbara today 
suffering from stab wounds in his chest 
and face. A hospital spokesman said 
Nogle spent a comfortable night after 
surgery on one eye. Mrs Nogle was 
released from Santa Ynez Valley 
Hospital Tuesday. 
N ogle's alleged assailant, Ronald L. 
Lucas of 330 Highway West 246, Buellton, 
was arraigned before Judge Terrill F. 
Cox on a complaint charging two counts 
of assault with a deadly weapon with in­ 
tent to do great bodily harm, and one 
count of mayhem. The latter charge 
stems from ancient law covering acts of

Queen Elizabeth 
greeted by Ford 


WASHINGTON <UPt> — Cheered by 
hundreds of guests waving small British 
flags. Queen Elizabeth II began her two- 
day visit to the nation’s capital today by 
telling President Ford her country 
considers the United States “ our strong 
and trusted friend.” 
Amid much pomp and pageantry on the 
White House South Lawn. Ford told the 
Queen her visit was “ a happy occasion to 
reaffirm this friendship, peace, 
democracy and well-being of our 
people” 
“ The wounds of our parting in 1775 
healed long ago,” he said. 
The Queen and her royal par- 
ty.including her husband. Prince Philip, 
arrived at the White House after a brief 
jet flight from Philadelphia, where she 
arrived Tuesday to begin her Bicenten­ 
nial visit to the United States. 
Ford said In his remarks that after the 
Revolutionary War the people looked to 
“ our British heritage for guidance.'* He 
added that through the years the nations 
had “ maintained a deep and abiding 
commitment to their mutual values.” 
Brown to sign 
four major bills 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov. Ed- 
mund G Brown Jr. today called a news 
conference to sign four major hills. In­ 
cluding his revolutionary measure to 
give most state workers a flat $70-a- 
month pay raise. 
The governor’s office said Brown also 
would sign at the (10:30 a.m.) news con­ 
ference bills to increase the number of 
young persons working on public service 
projects, an alternative child care 
program and a measure boosting college 
grants for disadvantaged students by 50 
per cent. 
Administration officials said 75 per 
cent of the state’s employes stand to 
benefit from the pay package which 
carried a $228 million price tag when it 
was passed by the legislature. The 
measure, however, was written so 
Brown could reduce some of the items 
and the largest share of the money to im­ 
plement the pay plan was included in the 
stale budget. 
Among those not covered by the flat 
raise are judges, highway patrolmen 
legislators and other state officers 


Lompoc City Council Tuesday night 
authorized the street superintendent to 
give notice to construct street improve­ 
ment projects totaling $50,700 this fall 
under the 1911 Act. 
The council’s action sets the matter 
for public hearing July 20. With 
favorable action at that meeting, adver­ 
tising for bids could be done by August 3, 
bids opened on August 31, contract 
awarded on September 7 and construc­ 
tion begun on September 20. 
The improvements include the widen­ 
ing of O Street between Oak and North 
avenues which will include a sidewalk; 
paving of North Alley from J to K and L 
to M and paving of J and K alley from 
Cypress to Hickory. Property owners 
will participate in the cost of the 
projects. 
In other actions Tuesday night, the 
council: 
— In response to comments by Walter 
Harmon, heard City Attorney Alan 
Davidson report that he knows of no 
violations of city ordinances in local 
mobile home parks. Davidson indicated 
that Harmon’s disagreement with the 
park owner on property rights appears to 
be a civil matter.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - At the orders 
of a “ really quite irritated” President 
Ford. HEW Secretary David Mathews 
today suspended a ruling banning father- 
son and mother-daughter events in 
public schools 
White House Press Secretary Ron Nes­ 
sen told reporters Ford said he will ask 
Congress to act. If necessary, to ensure 
that such “ traditional American ac­ 
tivities as father and son and mother and 
daughter school events can continue “ 
The Office of Civil Rights of the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare ruled in a Scottsdale, Ariz, case 
recently that such parent-child events 
violate sex discrimination laws. 
“ When he read it in the morning new­ 
spapers. the President was really quite 
irritated.” Nessen told a news briefing. 
’ Ford 
im m ediately 
telephoned 
Mathews and two other officials. Direc­ 
tor James T. Lynn erf the Office of 
Management and Budget and Director 
Jam es Cannon of the White House 
Domestic Council, and ordered the 
suspension 
According to Nessen, Ford said 
American institutions cannot be wiped 
out “ by some government lawyer or 
bureaucrat.” 


The ruling was made on a request to 
the U S. Office of Civil Rights from Scot­ 
tsdale school officials to clarify 1972 
amendments to the Civil Rights Act 
which bar sex discrimination in any 
educational institution receiving federal 
funds 


A HEW spokesman earlier sgid that 
the ruling might threaten federal funds 
to schools which violated the ruling

agreement on the wastewater treatment 
plant, occasioned by the Mission Hills 
withdrawal from the project and higher 
than anticipated construction costs.

A 
single bid on the rest room project was 
received for $17.977 from the J.W, Bailey 
Construction Company of Santa Barbara, 
which was awarded the contract. 
On the ulility extensions, four bids 
were received, ranging from $43,450 to 
$58.971. The public works staff dis­ 
covered an error relating to specifica­ 
tions for electrical cable In the low Md of 
Baker Construction Co. of Arroyo 
Grande After consulting with the Baker 
firm, the staff determined that the 
proper cable could be supplied, but it 
would raise the bid by $1,500. Since this 
was still more than $6.000 under the next 
lowest bid. the council decided to award 
the contract to Baker. 
The cost of the two projects is running 
approximately $26,700 above estimates, 
with the additional funds to be allocated 
from SB-325 grants and from sewer and 
electric utility funds. 
Council in long debate 
over illegal lot line

With a bare quorum present for doing 
business, the Lompoc City Council still 
managed to dispose of a lengthy agenda 
in 93 minutes Tuesday night 
Most of the meeting was taken up by 
discussion of whether to set a public 
hearing date on a proposed ordinance 
that would permit the creation of a sub­ 
standard lot size, giving relief to a 
property owner whose home is built over 
the existing lot line between two parcels. 
Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz, sit­ 
ting as mayor pro tern in the absence of 
Mayor E C. Stevens, favored setting a 
public bearing on the proposal, which 
had been recommended for denial by the 
planning commission. 
Community Development Director 
Jack Lam presented the planners' view­ 
point. which was that the ordinance 
could set a precedent for ordinances to 
provide relief from other singular 
owner-imposed situations “ with the end 
result that the zoning ordinance would 
become less effective.” 
Furthermore, the planners' resolution 
stated, “ The proposed ordinance would 
allow subdivision of property whereby 
substandard lots would be created, the 
result of which would erode the 
minimum standards of single family 
residential development and have a 
deleterious effect upon standard lot 


development and the General Plan.” 
Councilmen Joe Valencia and Charles 
Ward at first agreed with the commis­ 
sion's stand, but after hearing City At­ 
torney Alan Davidson’s assurance that 
the proposed ordinance would affect only 
the one case. Ward relented and cast the 
deciding vote in favor of setting the hear­ 
ing for August 3. 
Councilman Valencia, with Mrs. 
Lefkowitz’ motion on the floor, had at­ 
tempted to move that the matter be 
referred for the third time to the plann­ 
ing commission, which now has two new 
members Valencia said he would be 
glad to abide by whatever recommenda­ 
tion the commission made 
The property in question belongs to the 
Balaam family at 1309 W Nectarine The 
existing house sits eight feet over the 
property line into the adjoining lot. The 
ordinance would move the tot tine 11 
feet, making the lot with the existing 
house 75 feet wide and the adjacent tot 53 
feet wide With its 114-foot depth, the 
square footage of the new lot. would be 
6,042, less than the existing 7,000-foot 
minimum for single-family residences. 
Tuesday’s action did not represent ap­ 
proval of the ordinance, but merely set a 
public hearing on the matter so that the 
council may decide after hearing input 
from all sides whether it wants to sustain 
or overturn the planning commission s 
recommendation to deny the ordinance.

Fletcher, who has been battl­ 
ing to get north county 
representation on the coastal 
commission, said he feels the 
mayors — frustrated recently 
in efforts to replace Carpintería 
City Councilman Ernest 
Wullbrandt on the coastal com­ 
mission — will go through with 
WuUbrandt's ouster at the up­ 
coming Soivang meeting. 
But Fletcher said he won’t be 
satisfied with only one north 
county member on the coastal 
commission "I feel we should 
have two members for the north 
of the mountains." he declared. 
Fletchers* reference to 
Raycraft was in connection 
with Rayera ft’s vote - 
with that of the mayors of 
Santa Maria and Guadalupe — 
to take Wullbrandt off te com­ 
mission and replace him with 
Santa María City Councilman 
John F. Adam Jr. The 3-1 vote 
was overturned by the county 
counsel, however doe to a 
technicality, and the mayors 
will have to vote all over 
again 
Fletcher alao declared he felt 
the offer of County Supervisor 
Robert E. Kallman of Santa 
Barbara to give up his spot on 
the coastal commitaskm to a 
north county representative 
was "only a gesture. " 
Kallman had said he would 
step down in favor of Fletcher 
as the board's representative 
if that would “ cool down" 
aroused north county politicos. 
Kaltman’s statement came as 
the July 19 agenda of the 
mayors* group Indicated north 
county mayors with possibly 
Rayera ft 's help might try also 
to replace Santa Barbera and 
Lompoc mayors as the city 
representatives on LAFCO.

mission. 
If Adam succeeds Wullbrandt 
on the coastal commission, he 
will resign as a planning com­ 
missioner. 
Fletcher says if this occurs, 
he will have to select another 
planning commission for his 
district for the last half of this 
year, before the commission is 
reduced from nine to five next 
January.

Written in 1758, “ Candide" is 
about a young man who 
searches for happiness in "the 
best of all possible worlds."

Even the way Voltaire has 
the play unfold is amusing A 
writer awakes and begins to 
dictate a story to his coolie ser­ 
vant and as he does, playful 
characters pop into his 
bedroom and begin carousing 
all over the place. 
Candide has one misfortune 
after another as he bounces 
around the world hunting for 
Cunegonde. recalling his 
master’s words. "This is the 
best of all possible worlds." He 
meets pirates, priests.

City Council could pass a city 
ordinance making bingo legal 
for charitable purposes with the 
city, but the question remains 
who will sponsor it. 
Since the bingo initiative pas­ 
sed overwhelmingly in the June 
balloting, it is up to individual 
cities to pass individual or­ 
dinances structuring bingo 
competition in their areas. 
The guidelines of Proposition 
9 are specific and somewhat 
constricting, according to City 
Attorney Alan Davidson. 
"It (bingo initiative) is more 
restrictive than a lot of people 
think.” Davidson said. “ It am 
only be done by a corporation or 
community chest that has been 
granted tax exempt status. Only 
employes of that organization 
can run the operation and they 
can't be paid. Also, it only can 
be done in a building owned or 
leased by that organization in 
which it has an office or con­ 
ducts its activities, and finally, 
it has to hare a city permit. 
“One failed about four years 
ago that was broader than this 
one.” recalled the city at­ 
torney. “Then the legislature 
narrowed it down, and if you 
look at the stipulations of this 


one, it describes a church and 
churches and very similar 
organizations are just about the 
only ones that can run it. Even 
the city can’t operate it. It 
would have to be churches or 
something similar like the 
Elks." 
Davidson said council has not 
yet officially discussed the sub­ 
ject and that there hare been no 
firm proposals from organiza­ 
tions meeting the rigid rules. 
‘‘We have to deckle who will 
do it." Davidson explained, 
“ and if no one is going to do it, 
we don't need an ordinance. 
“ I’ll recommend to council 
that we don’t want an ordinance 
until we know who. what, when, 
where, why and how — who is 
going to operate, where they 
will house it, what charitable 
purpose it will go toward and 
how it will be handled. 
“ But. it will be a little while 
before the community decides 
who will do it That is the big 
question.” Davidson concluded. 
A telephone poll of City Coun­ 
cil found four members who in­ 
dicated they would solidly bade 
an ordinance legalizing bingo 
for a qualified organization. 
“ I think we hare been playing 


bingo fa- over 50 years around 
here," said councilman Joe 
Valencia, “and it’s a big thing 
and I'm in favor erf it. I believe 
it is a good form of entertain­ 
ment for those who enjoy it. If 
some negative aspects were 
shown to me, I might recon­ 
sider. but at this point I don't 
think there is anything wrong 
with it. 
Councilwoman 
Elinor 
Lefkowitz said she would vote 
for it. “ because so many senior 
citizens spend tbeir time doing 
it and enjoy it now without 
harming anyone else." 
“ I would be in favor of that,“ 
said councilman Chuck Ward. 
“They play bingo all over this 
town anyway, this just makes it 
legal ’’ 
“ I’m all for it." exclaimed 
councilwoman Charlotte 
Benton. “ People are gonna 
gamble anyway and we might 
as well do it for the benefit of 
our senior citiaens. 
Only Lompoc Mayor E.C. 
Stevens cautiously refused to 
cast a premature vote.

Reagan raps Carter 
for 'soothing rhetoric' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ro­ 
nald Reagan says Jimmy 
Carter is offering the voters 
“soothing rhetoric, pleasant 
smiles ami reorganization gim­ 
micks” that are not going to 
resolve America’s problems 
but promise only more of the 
same. 
In a nationally televised 
speech Tuesday night in which 
he did not mention Carter by 
name, Reagan strongly criti­ 
cized “those whose approach to 
government combines soothing 
rhetoric, pleasant smiles and 
reorganization gimmicks" — a 
reference to the Georgia 
Democrat’s oft-repeated pledge 
to streamline government. 
“Well, you can’t get to the 


heart of an issue by being vague 
about it.” Reagan said. “And 
you don’t discipline an irrespon­ 
sible and wasteful Congress by 
putting an indulgent friend in 
the White House. You don’t fix 
bad policies by rearranging or 
replacing one bureaucrat with 
another. You have to replace 
bad ideas with good ones." 
In a half hour speech 
purchased on the ABC-TV 
network to boost his candidacy 
for the GOP nomination, 
Reagan said he offers his party 
“something more than words, 
and that is my record as gover­ 
nor" of California. 
“I’m not asking you to help 
me because 1 say. ’Trust me, 
don’t ask questions, and every- 
States may redraft 
death penalty laws 


United Press International 
Oklahoma and Louisiana, two 
states where the death penalty 
was struck down by the U.S. 
Supreme Court, may quickly 
redraft the invalid laws to con­ 
form with the high court’s 
guidelines on capital punish­ 
ment. 
Reacting to the court s action 
Tuesday barring the death 
penalty in Oklahoma, Attorney 
General Larry Derryberry said 
he might favor calling the state 
legislature into special session 
to write a new death penalty 
law. 
In Louisiana, where the death 
penalty was declared unconsti­ 
tutional last week along with a 
similar law in North Carolina, 
the state House voted over­ 
whelmingly Tuesday to debate 
four bills to restore capital 
punishment. 
The Supreme Court ruled by a 
7 to 2 margin last Friday that 
the death penalty was not in­ 
herently unconstitutional. It up­ 
held capital punishment laws in 
Texas, Georgia and Florida but 
struck down capital punish­ 
ment in Louisiana and North 
Carolina because they were too 
vague 
In Oklahoma City. Derryber­ 
ry Tuesday 
criticized the 
court for not giving his state’s 
capital punishment law a full 
hearing. 
“Apparently all the time they 


spent on the Oklahoma law was 
to read a press release that 
came out of the Legal Defense 
Fund saying Oklahoma has the 
same law as Louisiana and 
North Carolina,” Derryberry 
said. 
“I want to study the decisions 
in the other cases. If the 
chances look dim, I will seek a 
special session (of, the state 
legislature)," he said. 
Several Oklahoma legislators 
suggested waiting until the 
legislature reconvenes in Janu­ 
ary before trying to write a new 
law Gov. David Boren said he 
wanted more information 
before making a decision 
The Louisiana House Tuesday 
approved the introduction of 
four bills to reimpose the death 
penalty, despite the opposition 
of its black members. 
Two of the tells were in­ 
troduced by title only, which 
means the body of the measures 
are yet to be written 
The other two bills would 
require juries that convict, 
anyone of a capital offense to 
hold a separate sentencing 
trial, as in Texas, where the 
death penalty law was upheld. 
The juries would be aUe to 
hand down the death penalty or 
life imprisonment without 
benefit of parole or probation 
for the crimes of first degree 
murder, aggravated murder 
and aggravated kidnaping. 
New York declares 
health emergency 


NEW YORK (UPI) - About 
46.000 non-medical employes at 
34 private nonprofit hospitals in 
the metropolitan area went on 
strike today and the city Board 
of Health immediately dedared 
a health emergency. 
Dr. Lowell E. Beilin, dty 
health commissioner, said the 
strike will remit in “a serious 
curtailment in staff vitally es­ 
sential for the protection of the 
life and health of the patients in 
such institutions.” 
The board said the health 
emergency would remain in ef­ 
fect for the duration of the 
strike. 
Negotiations at the BUtmore 
Hotel broke off about 4:36 a.m. 
and no new sessions were 


scheduled. 
The 34 hospitals affected have 
21.US beds, or two-thirds of the 
private hospital bed capacity in 
the metropolitan area 
Thirteen nursing homes alto 
are involved but employes at 
the homes will stay on the job 
at least until Saturday to allow 
time to relocate elderly in­ 
mates 
Moe Foner, executive secre­ 
tary of District 1199 of the 
Hospitals and Health Care 
Employes Union told n reporter 
at 6 a.m., “Wellnothing’s hap­ 
pened. We re on strike.” 
Foner said he expected most 
of the workers to be on picket 
lines around the hospitals 
between 8 and 9 a.m.

The emphasis in his speech 
was strongly critical of the 
Democrats. 
“We are not going to get out 
of the mess we are in simply by 
doing the same old things in a 
new way." he said. 
Reagan said he believed that 
“ for too many years a 
philosophy of government has 
dominated Washington and es­ 
pecially the Congress — a 
philosophy that works against 
the values of the family and the 
values that were so basic to the 
building of this country. 
“I believe this is the central 
issue of this campaign and of 
our time." he said.

cemetery overlooking Jerusa­ 
lem.

crowd.

Aliens taken 
off welfare 
LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Some 2,606 persons, mostly il­ 
legal aliens, have been taken off 
county welfare roles as the 
result of a seven-month project 
by the U.S. Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, result­ 
ing in a savings of $17 million 
in federal, state and county 
welfare funds 
The INS said Tuesday the 
county Department of Public 
Social Services referred all 
welfare applicants who claimed 
noncitizen status to the INS. 
Dining the seven month project 
3.000 welfare applicants who 
said they were noncitizens were 
referred to the INS for in­ 
vestigation. 
Of tboae 3,000, nearly 1,500 
were found to be illegal aliens 
and not eligible for welfare 
Another 1,100 applicants were 
denied aid because they failed 
to appear for interviews with 
INS officials and the INS as­ 
sumed they were illegal aliens 
Dave Milter, county welfare 
planner, said since the referral 
project was started, the num­ 
ber of alien applications re­ 
ferred to the INS dropped from 
3.000 a month to 900.

FBI's Kelley ordered to court 


CEDAR RAPIDS, Iowa 
( UPI ) - FBI D ir e c to r 
Clarence Kelley has been 
ordered to appear in court to 
show why he should not be held 
in contempt for failing to testify 
Tuesday at the trial of two In­ 
dians accused of killing two 
FBI agents. 
U.S. District Judge Edward 
McManus, who authorized the 
subpoena of the FBI chief, 
ordered Kelley into court today 
to explain his absence Tuesday. 
Government prosecutors said 
Kelley would show up as 
ordered 
Kelley was subpoenaed by the 
defense to testify Tuesday at 
the trial of Robert Robideau, 
29. of Portland, Ore., and 
Darelle Butler, 33, of Rogue 
River. One. The two were ac­ 
cused of killing two FBI agents 
on the Pine Ridge Indian Reser­ 
vation in South Dakota last 
summer. 
Kelley was subpoenaed June 


25 along with Sen. Frank 
Church, D-Idaho, and Rep. Otis 
Pike, D-N.Y. However, of­ 
ficials said the subpoenas for 
Church and Pike have not been 
served and it was not known 
when they might be ordered to 
testify. 


Defense attorney William 
Kunstler said he intended to 
question Kelley on alleged FBI 
activities against domestic or­ 
ganizations such as the Ameri­ 
can Indian Movement, of which 
Butler and Robideau were 
members. 


The defense contended the In­ 
dians at Pine Ridge were haras­ 
sed and terrorized by the FBI 
before and after the shootings 
of agents Jack Coler and 
Ronald Williams. 


The agents were killed in a 
shootout June 26.1975, while at­ 
tempting to serve arrest 
warrants on several persons at 


a house on the reservation. 
Kunstler claimed Butler and 
Robideau were victims of a 
police plot to make it appear 
the Indians had lured the agents 
to their deaths. He said Tues­ 
day similar reports have been 
used “to create panic in the 
American public” and to 
prejudice public opinion against

Joseph Trimbach, a former

Viett, a member of the Baader- 
Meinhoff guerrilla gang and 
considered the most dangerous 
of the quartet, forced the two 
warders to open her cell by 
threatening them with what ap­ 
peared to be a gun. 
Viett used the warders’ keys 
to open the cells of her three ac­ 
complices. police said. The four 
prisoners then tied the two 
women guards and locked them 
in a library room. 
They used a rope or knotted 
sheets to let themselves down 
the outside wall where police 
believe a car awaited them. 
Police found several spike 
clusters on the road leading 
from the prison, apparently 
dropped there to blow the tires 
of any pursuing vehicles. 
Viett was one six Baader- 
Meinhoff guerrillas on a list of 
53 political prisoners whose 
release was demanded by pro- 
Palestinian terrorists in return 
for the lives of more than 100 
Jewish and Israeli hostages 
held at the Entebbe. Uganda, 
airport. The hostages were 
freed in an Israeli commando 
raid. 
The other escaped pisoners 
were Gabriele Rollnick, 26. 
Juliana Plambeck, 24, and 
Monika Berberich. 33. 
Police launched a nationwide 
search for the four after 
wardens discovered them miss­ 
ing shortly after midnight from 
their cells at the Women’s 
Prison Institute in the Tiergart- 
en section of West Berlin. 
Viett. Rollnick and Plambeck 
were awaiting trial in connec­ 
tion with last year’s kidnaping 
of Peter Lorenz, leader of West 
Berlin’s opposition Christian 
D em ocratic Union.

College girl 


mauled by bear 


WHITEHORSE. 
Canada 
(UPI) — A college girl needed 
more than 1.000 stitches to 
close wounds caused by a ram­ 
paging bear, and a doctor said 
the fact that she is plump saved 
her life. 
Jacobi FI oris. 21, of Van­ 
couver. B.C.. was in satisfacto­ 
ry condition but still under 
sedation in Whitehorse General 
Hospital Tuesday. 
Doctors treated her for nine 
hours after she was rushed to 
the hospital by helicopter for 
emergency surgery. 
Miss Floris and Jerri Binko 
were attacked by a 300-pound 
black bear last Friday in a 
Yukon Territory game reserve 
about 125 m iles w est of 
Whitehorse. 
The girls scampered up trees, 
but the branches broke beneath 
Miss Floris ■— five feet, 160 
pounds — and she fell to the 
ground where she was bitten 
and clawed by the bear. 
“If the girl wasn’t so obese 
and hadn’t been lying on her 
stomach, her vital organs 
would have been damaged and 
she probably would have been 
killed.” Dr Jack Hibberd said. 


“But equally, the hijacking of 
airliners, the holding of 100 in­ 
nocent people for ransom 
where the host government at a 
minimum appeared impotent to 
enforce any accepted interna­ 
tional law. indicates that we 
face a new international prob­ 
lem 
“It is very difficult to es­ 
tablish a general rule on this.” 
He said the United States has 
proposed that all countries 
refuse landing permission to 
hijacked airliners, automatical­ 
ly arrest hijackers on airliners 
that do land and give no support 
to such hijackers. 
“For many years we have 


failed in this effort,” Kissinger 
said. “We believe it is essential 
that some international ar­ 
rangement be made to deal 
with terrorism because it can­ 
not be tolerated that innocent 
people become the playthings of 
international thugs.” 
The statement drew applause 
from the luncheon crowd of 
more than 1,400 persons. 


Kissinger also Said the United 
States policy in southern Africa 
is to serve as mediator between 
white and black factions battl­ 
ing for government rule. 
"A way must be found to per­ 
mit African problems to be set- 


tled within an African 
country,” Kissinger warned. 


In a speech to the council 
earlier, Kissinger urged unity 
in foreign policy, saying past 
foreign policy setbacks were 
“essentially self-inflicted and 
caused by our own domestic 
disunity.” 


Asked later about statements 
by foreign leaders that the 
United States is falling behind 
the Soviet Union in military 
strength. Kissinger noted "The 
perception of many foreign 
leaders is formed by what is 
said in the United States in 
years divisible by four ”

The 118 women, including six 
Army enlisted personnel, were 
among 1.475 plebes — academy 
freshmen — called to Michie 
Stadium as civilians to say 
goodbye to moms and dads and 
march out as cadets in the class 
of i960. 
West Point became the third 
of the nation’s thru« big 
military academies to admit 
women this year for the first 
time. Female cadets entered 
the Air Force Academy last 
month and 81 female midship­ 
men came aboard at the Naval 
Academy Tuesday. 
W<ot Point’s women — the 
Army says they will be cadets, 
not cadet tes — will live in the 
same dormitories as their male 
counterparts, bearing up under 
the same less-than-jovial com­ 
mands from senior class 
drillmasters and eating the 
same dust at bivouac on the 
post's hillsides 
The shower curtains were one 
of the few touches added to the 
old, stone buildings that will be 
home to the class of 1980 for the 


next four years. The other main 
change involved renovating 
some latrines for female oc­ 
cupancy 
Officials said the women 
probably will be grouped near 
their bathrooms in the dorms, 
but that will be the only change 
from the all-male days of West 
Point’s previous 174 years.

BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) - 
Christian troops and civilians 
responding to a call to “take up 
arms and defend your home­ 
land" pushed back leftist and 
Palestinian attackers from 
most of the northern coastal 
town of Chekka today. 
The leftists stormed the 
Christian enclave 40 miles 
north of Beirut in a suprise of­ 
fensive Tuesday to avenge the 
weeks-long Christian siege of 
the Tal Zaatar Palestinian 
refugee camp in southeast 
Beirut. 
A high-ranking Moslem source 
in touch with leftist com­ 
manders at Chekka said rightist 
militiamen fought house-to- 
house to regain most of the cap­ 
tured territory today.

Red Cross offioials at­ 
tempted for a second time to 
evacuate the wounded from the 
camp Tuesday but were driven 
back by the continuing gunfire. 
Beirut sweltered through its 
third week without electricity 
or tap water and the British 
Embassy organized a sixth in­ 
ternational evacuation today. 
Organizers said the hazard­ 
ous overland trip to Damascus 
would have fewer participants 
than earlier evacuations but 
would include British Consul 
Terry Gardner, who organized 
the first convoys last month. 
“It won’t be hard to leave this 
town," Gardner said. “ And 
those who stay behind can't say 
we didn’t give them a chance to 
get out.” 
U.S. Embassy officials es­ 
timated some 1.500 foreigners 
remained in Lebanon, including 
more than 700 Americans. 
At Tal Zaatar, Christian gun­ 
ners lobbed mortar shells ami 
rockets into the camp’s wood ' 
and tin shacks and shouted ap­ 
peals to surrender, but did not 
risk a full-scale ground assault 
on the well-fortified Palestinian 
positions.

Mormons who do not obey the 
tax laws of the nation in which 
they reside 


Members of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints have been active in Utah 
and elsewhere in conservative 
tax protest movements which 
have argued the income tax is 
unconstitutional despite court 
decisions to the contrary. 
Because of their beliefs, some 
have refused to pay federal and 
state levies. 


But now the church has 
decreed that conviction on tax 
evasion or fraud charges 
automatically leads to trial 
before a “church court.” which 
may excommunicate or disfel- 
lowship violators, put them on 
probation, or bar them from 
some of the faith’s temple rites. 


And questions about tax pay­ 
ments are now being asked 
when faithful Mormons known 
to be tax protesters are in­ 
terrogated annually about their 
fitness for “temple recom­ 
mends” — certificates of com­ 
pliance with Mormon doctrine 
and duties which are necessary 
before church members may 
participate in rites at the faith’s 
temples. 


Roland Wise. Utah director of 
the Internal Revenue Service, 
and Vent Holman, chairman of 
the Utah Tax Commission, both 
report a number of cases 
recently in which protesters 
have paid back taxes because of 
the church’s actions. 


One tax protester — a former 
American Party county com­ 
mission candidate — has public­ 
ly recanted, saying. “I wish to 
make it right between my God 
and the Utah Tax Commis­ 
sion.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court wound up its 
seventh term under Chief 
Justice Warren E Burger with 
its most far-reaching reversal 
of criminal rights secured un­ 
der the late Chief Justice Earl 
Warren. 
In a major victory for police, 
prosecutor and state courts, the 
justices Tuesday barred federal 
tribunals from reviewing most 
state criminal convictions on 
grounds of illegal seizure of 
evidence by police. 
The decision also was the 
closest the court has come to 
Overturning a major right af­ 
forded the accused by War­ 
ren’s court, which in 1961 ruled 
a defendant has a constitutional 
right to suppress illegally 
seized evidence at his trial. 
Justice Lewis F. Powell did 
not overturn the “exclusionary 
rule.” but indicated the rule 
should not be applied in too 
technical a fashion so that 
otherwise reliable evidence is 
excluded and a clearly guilty 
defendant is freed. 
Powell said too often police 
misconduct is punished by ex­ 
cluding evidence and the guilty 
defendant receives the “wind­ 
fall” of freedom The result, 
Powell added, may have the ef­ 
fect “of generating disrespect 
for the law and administration 
of justice.” 
In addition, the court ruled a 
defendant convicted of a state 
crime may not obtain federal 
court review of his conviction 
on grounds evidence used 
against him was obtained 
throu gh “ u n rea so n a b ie 
searches and seizures” which 
are barred by the 4th Amend­ 
ment 
Powell said state judges are 
equipped to review 4th Amend­ 
ment claims and have a duty to 
follow Supreme Court restric­ 
tions on searches and if a state 
gives the defendant a full and 
fair opportunity to present Ids 
constitutional claim federal 
courts may not intervene 
Wiliam J. Brennan Jr., in a 
lengthy and bitter dissent, 
charged the majority “has 
recently moved in the direction 
of holding that the 4th Amend­ 
ment has no substantive con­ 
tent whatsoever.” 
“To sanction disrespect and 
disregard for the Constitution 
in the name of protecting 
society from lawbreakers is to 
make the government itself 
lawless and to subvert those 
values upon which our ultimate 
freedom and liberty depend.” 


Brennan said. 
Thurgood Marshall joined 
Brennan’s dissent. Byron R. 
White dissented separately, 
favoring a relaxed rule on what 
evidence is inadmissible. 
In other 4th Amendment 
cases decided Tuesday, the 
court majority favored expand­ 
ed power of the police in each 
case. The court: 
—Ruled police do not need a 
warrant to search a car, which 
has been impounded for a traf­ 
fic violation.

Belli denies Ruby 


visited Castro 
SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Attorney Melvin Belli says it is 
untrue that Jack Ruby met 
secretly with Fidel Castro in 
1963 to plot the assassination of 
President John Kennedy. 
Belli, who knew Ruby as a 
friend and client, said Tuesday 
Ruby may have been in Cuba 
six months before the assassi­ 
nation of Nov. 22, 1963, but he 
never met Castro and would not 
haw joined any scheme to kill 
Kennedy. 
“Jack (Ruby) was an intense­ 
ly loyal American,” said Belli. 
“He worshiped Jack Kennedy.” 
Ruby, a Dallas nightclub 
owner, killed Lee Harvey 
Oswald, the man believed to 
have assassinated Kennedy, in 
Dallas on Nov. 24, 1963, while 
millions watched on television. 
Belli later was (Hie of Ruby’s 
defense "attorneys.

“Four months 
before a national election, 
Congress is moving full speed 
ahead down the road to bigger 
and bigger giveaway pro­ 
grams.” 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D- 
Minn., called Ford’s veto “bad 
economic policy, callous social 


policy and an apparent attempt 
to woo conservative delegates 
to the Republican National 
Convention.” 
The House verted to override 
the February veto, but the 
Senate fell three votes short of 
the necessary two-thirds. 
A vote on the new bill cannot 
come before the Congress 
reconvenes July 19 after a two- 
week recess, but there were 
several indications that the out­ 
come could be different this 
time: 
— Both houses passed the 
scaled-down bill by more than 
two-thirds majorities.

Los Olivos exodus begins 


The first phase of an exodus 
from the old Los Olivos 
Elementary School built in 1927 
and abandoned because of Field 
Act (earthquake safety) 
requirements to a new campus 
facility across the street on 
Alamo Pintado Avenue began 
Tuesday morning. 
It was done with little fanfare 
and involved but two persons — 
District Supt. Gates B. Foss 
and 
d i s t r i c t s e c r e t a r y 
Geraldine Foster. In essence, it 
meant moving the district of­ 
fice with its abundance of 
records/ books and reference 
material to the spanking new 
offices in the recently com­ 
pleted building across from the 
old campus. 
The transfer of office 
facilities was but a sample of 
what was to come. 
The 
e n tire 
e x is t in g 
educational facility of the 
school will, by the end of the 
summer and in time for the 
opening of the fall term Sept. 
13. be situated on the new eight- 
acre site. 
The nucleus of the new school 
plant was built with proceeds 
from a $338,000 loan obtained 
from the state, and facilities in­ 
clude the new office, rest 
rooms, four classrooms and a 
kitchen which will be utilized on 
hot dog days and during other 
school functions. 
The buildings are constructed 
around an open pod and cour­ 
tyard and the site, surrounded 
by oak covered hills and in the 
shadow of the San Rafael and 
Santa Ynez Mountain ranges, 
includes generous space for 
various age groups, a large 
baseball, football and soccer 
field and a black topped basket­ 
ball court. 
Nearing completion is a dou­ 
bles tennis court which was 
built on the campus for use by 
both students of the school and 
the Los Olivos community-at- 
large with funds provided by 
the Santa Ynez Valley Elks. 
The move from the old to the 
new campus as well as the con­ 
struction of two additional clas­ 
srooms is made possible by the 
passage last March 2 of a 
$140,000 bond proposal by voters 
of the district 


The bonds were purchased 
last week by Security Pacific 
National Bank at a rate of 5.16 
per cent interest but. Foss said, 
due to the necessary paperwork 
involved, the actual funds will 
not be available to the district 
until about Aug. 1. 
Meanwhile, the district’s

Prior to 1888 and the founding 
of Los Olivos, youngsters who 
lived in the Los Olivos area at­ 
tended classes at the one-room 
Ballard School which was 
founded in 1883 and which is 
still in operation. (Ballard 
District voters three years ago 
passed a bond to issue to permit 
rehabilitation of the school to 
meet earthquake safety stan­ 
dards). 
First place of learning in Los 
Olivos was a subscription 
school which was founded in 
1888 and which served 15 pupils. 
It was located at Mattel’s 
Tavern with a collection taken 
to pay the teacer. 
In the following year, a cot­ 
tage owned by Alden M. Boyd of 
Rancho de Los Olivos served 
the students for about six 
months and in 1890 the first 
public Los Olivos School was 
built. 
The two-story frame struc­ 
ture was built on the site of the 
school which has now been 
abandoned. It had two rooms 
downstairs, one for classes and 
the other for band. There was 
no plumbing, no electricity and 
no water until 1918 when the llecrea 
late Harvey Stonebarger drilled 50-unit

Channel oil seep studies contracted 


State Controller Ken Cory, 
chairman of the State Lands 
Commission, announced today 
that contracts for four studies 
into the nature and extent of oil 
and gas seeps in the Santa Bar­ 
bara Channel had been signed 
by the commission. 
The latest studies, which will 
be funded jointly by the com­ 
mission and the Federal Ener 
gy Administration, are a part of 
the commission’s ongoing 
programs to learn about the 
nature of seepa and determine 
what impacts might be created 
by renewed oil and gas explora­ 
tion in the channel, according to 
Cory 
The commission's seep study 
was initiated under a legislative 
mandate contained In Senate 
Bill 883 of 1975. This measure 
directed the commission to 


study seeps and report back to 
the Legislature by January 1, 
1978 
Under the $30,000 project in­ 
itiated today, six experts wiU 
be hired as consultants to study 
various aspects of seeps The 
report Is due to be completed by 
October 1. 
The consultants include Dr. 
Peter J. Fisher, professor of 
geology. University of Califor­ 
nia, Northridge: Dr. Ronald 
Kolpack,. Department of En­ 
vironmental Geology, Univer­ 
sity of Southern California; 
Drs 
John Estes and Steve 
K r a u s , 
p r o f e s s o r s 
of 
geography. University of 
California. Santa Barbara; Drs. 
Ian Kaplan and Ted Reed, 
Department of Geology, 
University of Southern Califor­ 
nia. 


The consultants will explore 
the geological setting of the 
channel as it relates to seeps, 
attempt to determine the extent 
of seeps, the chemical composi­ 
tion of seep oil and gas and how 
it reacts to water, air, and on 
land. Efforts also will be made 
to determine the extent and the 
effects of seep oil on the beach. 
The commission’s matching 
share of the grant will consist 
of the work of experts within 


the Division of State Lands who 
will concentrate their efforts on 
determining the extent of seep 
oil on the beach and learning 
how it reacts to the environ­ 
ment 
These studies are being done 
in cooperation with the Office 
of Planning and Research 
which is also involved in a 
project to determine how outer 
continental exploration might 
impact on seeps

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Practical payoffs told 


from Soviet spaceflights 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Soviet scientists are developing 
some* down-to-Earth payoffs 
from their Salyut space station 
program. 
The two cosmonauts who 
lived And worked aboard Salyut 
4 for S3 days late last year said 
ground photographs from spe­ 
cial Salyut cameras benefited 
geologists, 
geographers, 
agricultural workers, fisher­ 
men, land reclamation people 
and timber industry specialists. 
‘'The applied studies of 
natural resources carried out 
on board the Salyut 4 have 
proved to be economically ef­ 
fective,” flight engineer Vitaly 
Sevastiyanov said in a report to 
an international space science 


meeting in Philadelphia two 
weeks ago. 
The new Salyut 5 station or­ 
bited last week presumably 
carries similar Earth resources 
surveying instruments to con­ 
tinue the ground watching 
studies. 
America’s now-closed Skylab 
space station was also equipped 
with Earth gazing cameras and 
the United States has two un­ 
manned Landsat satellites in 
orbit specifically equipped to 
perform ground surveys for 
such diverse fields as agricul­ 
ture, pollution control, mineral 
studies and urban planning. 
Sevastiyanov said Salyut 4 
pictures enabled mappers to 
survey almost inaccessible re­ 
gions of the Pamirs — a central 
Asian plateau where the Hindu 
Kush. Tien Shan and Himalaya 
mountain ranges converge — 
and the Caucacus between the 
Black Sea and the Caspian Sea. 
He said large crustal frac­ 
tures were discovered and map­ 
ped "where new deposits of 
mineral resources can be 
found” . Other photographs 
helped geologists better under­ 
stand the makeup of Central 
Kazkhstan, Tien Shan and 
Ttava. 
The orbital studies helped 
specialists estimate the forest 
biomass of the Rudny Altai 
territory and to analyze the 
state of rivers and lakes in 
' Southern Siberia, Zabaikalje 
* and the Par East. 


Sevastiyanov said photo­ 
graphs of oceans were useful to 
fishermen and for navigation. 
In all, he and commander 
Pyotr Klimuk used nine cam­ 
eras to cover the whole 
territory of the Soviet Union 
south of 53 north longitude. 
Sevastiyanov said other in­ 
struments aboard Salyut 4 were 
used to study Earth’s atmos­ 
phere. the sun and stars. 
Medical and biological investi­ 
gations were performed and 
several engineering experi­ 
ments were conducted to 
develop new systems and scien­ 
tific equipment. 
Sevastiyanov said Salyut 4 
carried more than 5,500 pounds 
of payload including a solar 
telescope, two x-ray telescopes, 
nine spectrometers, the nine 
cameras and scores of other in­ 
struments. A total of 103 scien­ 
tific experiments was per­ 
formed. 
"The crew presence aboard 
the station sufficiently in­ 
creases the effectiveness of 
scientific orbital space sta­ 
tions, for the crew is able to 
perform both unique scientific 
experiments of fundamental 
sciences and carry out applied 
works in the field of earth 
resources investigations,’* he 
said. 
The presentation was made to 
the meeting of the Committee 
on Space Research of the Inter­ 
national Council of Scientific 
Unions.

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ST. LOUIS (UPI) - Infants 
who have an abundance of baby 
fat in their first six months are 
likely to become overweight 
adults, according to a study at 
the University of Rochester. 
The study, reported by Dr. 
Evan Charney at a recent 
meeting of pediatric resear­ 
chers, took the records of 366 
infants bom between 1945 and 
1955 and traced them to the pre­ 
sent to find out their current 
height and weight. 
The results, Charney said, 
are consistent with other 
studies that have shown corre­ 
lations between overweight 
babies and overweight children 
as well as overweight children 
and overweight adults. He said 
a direct link between infancy 
and adulthood had not been 
shown before ,. 
For the study, the research 
team divided the infants into 
three group« 
heavy, whose 
weights exceeded the 90th 
percentile: average, whose 
weights fell between the 25th 
and 75th percentiles and light, 
whose weights were below the 
10th percentile. 
The subjects, now between 20 
and 30 years old, were con­ 
tacted for information about 
their current health, height and 
weight. A parent of each of the 
subjects also was contacted for 
other information. 
The researchers considered 
not only height and weight but 
sex, ordinal position of the 
children, the rate of weight 
gain, and the social class of the 
parents.

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - On a 
moment’s notice Lou Maidhof 
or (me of his three sons is ready 
to catch a plane to any part of 
the world to salvage furniture 
and fittings from freighters or 
passenger ships. 
The shipwares are likely to 
become decorator items for ex­ 
pensive homes or restaurants, 
or conversation pieces in the 
dens of sea buffs. 
Maidhof used to be a 
fisherman, but often when he 
was in port tourists wanted to 
buy items off the deck, so he 
finally started setting out a few 
extra props for the business. 
"The fishing was so poor five 
years ago I turned to this,” he 
explains. 
Now Maidhof, 57-year-old 
partriarch of the family enter­ 
prise run with the aid of sons 
Victor, Paul and Lou, sends a 
pair of the family out at least 
twice a year to the Far East, 
Europe, or South America to 
buy vessels hit by disaster, or 
vessels no longer seaworthy. 
They salvage fine teak and 
mahogany furniture, doors, 
brass fittings, diving equip­ 
ment, ship’s instruments, 
lamps, clocks, portholes, hooks 
and wheels. An officer’s teak- 
wood cabin desk can sell as high 
as 61.325, and teakwood dining 
saloon chairs often bring $275 
each. 
On the last trip out Victor, 26, 
and Paul, 21, bought the Red 
Eagle which had been under 


water for a month. The ship 
was refloated and brought to 
Singapore for salvage. 
The Maidhofs fought through 
a jungle with mosquitoes, 
spiders and 100-degree heat, 
and contended with natives who 
couldn’t speak English. They 
finally removed four truckloads 
of solid teakwood furniture 
which the natives had hidden in 
the jungle soon after the Soon 
Lee ran aground in Makasar, 
Indonesia. 
The salvage is all sent to a 
warehouse in San Diego where 
the wood is refinished and the 
metal polished with a special 
blend of polish. 
“The fun of this business is 
the exploring and the opportuni­ 
ty to travel,” the senior 
Maidhof explains. "We’re going 
down to Buenos Aires next, and 
we don’t know what’s down 
there.” 
He said one of the worst 
aspects of the business is the 
"unbearable food” which can 
cause illness, or at least 
physical discomfort, and the in­ 
sect bites. “We had to leave 
New Guinea because Paul was 
bitten so badly,” brother Lou 
explained. 
The Maidhofs keep track of 
their prey through insurance 
casualty lists, the Marine 
News, and direct cables from 
shipowners who are planning to 
scrap a vessel. 
Normally the salvaged items 
are shipped home aboard con­ 


tainer ships. But there are ex­ 
ceptions. They once smuggled a 
truckload of fittings out of 
Spain. They used a small plane 
in Australia because the road to 
Broome was washed out for 
half the year. 
Lou once landed in a Tahiti 
jail as a U.S. spy because he 
was looking over a French ship. 
He couldn’t explain to anyone 
what he was doing because he 
couldn’t speak French. Finally, 
at the jail, he met a jailer who 
understood—and once he knew 
Lou was on a buying spree the 
jailer quickly released the 
American. It seems the jailer 
had some items for sale.

weight. 
Some questions remain unan­ 
swered, Charney said, including 
whether weight at six months in 
itself causes obesity or is just a 
tipoff to s genetic problem. If 
such a question were to be 
answered, it would allow physi­ 
cians to know whether altera­ 
tions in diet should be made. 
‘‘Nevertheless,” Charney 
said in his report, “weight at­ 
tained in the first six months of 
Ufe appears to be an important 
variable, one that correlates 
strongly and independently of 
all other factors considered.”

OTTAWA (U P I) - External Affaire 
Minister Allan MacEachen says the 
athletes from Taiwan are barred from 
Canada until the International Olympic 
Committee guarantees they w ill not 
compete at this month's Summer Olym­ 
pics under the banner of the Republic of 
China. 
External Affaire Department and IOC 
officials are trying to find a solution to 
the diplomatic dispute at closed-door 
meetings in Montreal, but the Canadian 
government is unbending in its position. 
External Affairs spokesmen are confi­ 
dent the IOC w ill allow Canada to impose 
its conditions for Taiwan’s participation 
in the games. 


IOC President Lord Michael Killanin 
said he expects to make a formal state­ 
ment on the status of the talks by week’s 
end. 


In Taipei Tuesday, president Shen Chi­ 
min of the national Olympic Committee 
said. “ Our attitude remains firm and un­ 
changed. we w ill compete under our 
national name— the Republic of China.” 
Shen said he plans to lead his delegation 
to Montreal this week. 


M acEachen said Tuesday night, 
however, that if the 44-member delega­ 
tion from Taiwan arrived in Canada 
before the diplom atic dispute was 
resolved they would not get past the air- 


firm 


port. 
" If they are coming to the games to 
compete as representatives of the 
Republic of China, they would not be ad­ 
m itted." MacEachen stated flatly. 
He said if necessary Canada would 
refuse to grant the Taiwanese athletes 
clearance through airport immigration. 
“ It would obviously have to. be solved 
before they came to Canada, or as they 
came in. because after that it would be 
too late.” 
Canada has told the IOC it w ill not 
allow Taiwanese athletes to enter the 
country unless the IOC guarantees they 
w ill not claim the parne, use the anthem 
or flag or other symbols of the Republic 


of China. 
Despite the negative world opinion 
directed at Canada for its stand, one Ex­ 
ternal Affairs spokesman said it was a 
m atter of foreign policy on which 
Canada would not give ground. 


For the duration of the games, host na­ 
tions normally give up a part of their 
sovereignty by scrapping immigration 
rules and allowing the IOC to decide who 
w ill enter the country to compete. 


External Affaire Department officials 
admitted Canada is the first country in 
Olympic history to have refused to turn 
over part of its sovereignty to the world 
body.

World's jumpers 
live in fear 
of Mr. Stones 


(According to Mr. Stones) 


By JIM 'C O U R 
LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - After 
virtually dominating his event since 
the September day he finished third 
behind Russia’s Ju ri Tarmak and 
East Germany’s Stefan Junge at the 
Munich Olympics, brash Dwight 
Stones has a date with a gold medal 
in Montreal. 
He feels it belongs to him. 
“ If I don’t win,” the world record 
holder in the high jump said, “ it 
would be very devastating to me. I ’d 
be constantly reminded I didn’t do 
something I was supposed to do. 
“ I have a certain goal set for 
myself. I ’d like to break the world 
record in the Olympic Games and 
I ’d like to win them twice in a row. 
That’s never been done.” 
Despite losing to B ill Jankunis at 
the U.S. Olympic Trials at Eugene, 
Ore., two weeks ago, Stones re­ 
mains as the No. 1 American threat 
to win a gold medal in track and 
field at the 1976 Olympics. 
He hasn’t lost any of his self con­ 
fidence, either. He pointed out that 
he was hampered by a severe case 
of hay fever in Oregon’s W illam ette 
Valley but won’t be in Canada. 
‘‘I have 80 per cent of the 
jum pers’ minds right now,” he 
stressed. “ I ’m talkin g about 
jumpers in the world. That’s why I 
go to Europe and jump as much as 1 
do. You have to meet the guys you 
have to beat in the Olympic Games 
and hammer them at home in front 
of their own crowd on their own pit 
where they practice every day. Then 
they submit to you m entally.” 
He expects to receive his best 
competition from his U.S. team­ 
m ates. Ja n k u n is and Jam e s 
Barrineau. and an East German, 
Rolf Beilschm idt, who was ranked 
No. 4 in the world in 1975. 
“ There are a couple of other 
foreign jum pers.” he remarked, 
“ but it’s been my experience that 
when the foreign jumpers get into it 
big outside of their own country they 
don’t do anything.” 


Stones, rated No. 1 in the world in 
1973. 1974 and 1975. broke his own 
world record with a jump of 7-7 in 
the NCAA meet at Philadelphia last 
month. 
“ I don’t plan on choking at 
Montreal,” he declared. “ For me to 
do poorly, I ’d have to get run over by 
a truck or there’d have to be an ab­ 
solute downpour and I ’d have to slip 
and injure myself. That’s the only 
way I look at how I could lose. 
“ I fully expected to win a medal 
at Munich and I could have won a 
gold medal. I think I ’ve showed peo­ 
ple I can do anything I say I ’m going 
to do. I ’ve broken the world record 
indoors seven times and outdoors 
twice. Now there’s just nothing else 
but the gold medal. That’s all there 
is to it.” 
Stones isn’t ready to call himself 
the best high jumper in history. He 
puts 1964 gokt medalist and former 
world record holder Valery Brum el 
of Russia on that pedestal. 
--- 
“ Brumel was so far ahead of the 
rest of the world it was incredible,” 
the Glendale. Calif., product said. 
“ He didn’t have the advantage of 
the technical advantages of shoes, 
surfaces and training. The man was 
an unbelievable force in track and 
field 
“ Nobody was even close to him. I 
think John Thomas might have 
beaten him a total of three times 
ever. He had the worst competition 
of his life at the Olympic Games and 
still won it. 
“ In my m ind, the guy was 
phenomenal. If he hadn’t stopped 
jumping at 23 because of a motorcy­ 
cle accident, who knows how much 
hitfier he would have jumped? He 
was only 6-1 Vi and I ’m 6-5V4. too.” 
Because he is a track and field 
fan. Stones has “ doped” the 1976 
Olympics. The U.S. winners, in his 
opinion, w ill be both its 400 and 
1.600-meter relay teams, George 
Woods in the shot put. Frank Shorter 
in the marathon. Mac W ilkins in the 
discus and himself.

Hale Irw in shot a 74 after topping two 
wood shots and grumbled, “ It wasn’t so 
much the execution of my shots, Just 
stupidity.” 
“ I don’t remember when 1 ever topped 
a wood shot Today I topped two.” 
Irw in recovered from his first error on 
the 8th when he saved a par with a 19-foot 
putt.

might have left his right leg 
considerably shorter than the 
other 
An orthopedic operation at a 
Shriners Hospital for Crippled 
Children salvaged his chance to 
pursue athletics. 


Rhoden visited the Los 
Angeles Unit of the Shriners 
Hospital recently to help 
salvage others chances to pur­ 
sue hie by boosting morale and 
promoting the 25th Shrine All- 
Star Football C lassic. The 
Shrine game is the only event 
from which all net proceeds go 
to support the Los Angeles 
Hospital 
The outstanding pre-college 
f o o t b a l l 
p l a y e r s 
f rom 
throughout Southern California 
annually participate in the 
Shrine game, scheduled this 
year for Saturday evening. July 
17 at the R os e Bowl in 
Pasadena. 


Rhoden visited every patient 
in the free Shriners Hospital, 
passing out T-shirts, pictures 
and baseballs autographed by 
the Dodgers. He laughed and 
spoke Spanish with some of the 
Latin patients, discussed his 
boyhood proficiency with a 
wheelchair and praised the ef­ 
forts of the Shriners Hospital. 


“I’U always be thankful to the 
Shriners and the Shriners 
Hospital for what they did for 
me, or 1 wouldn't be playing 
today,“ said Rhoden, a native 
of Boynton Beach, Fla “A lot 
of pe opl e think that if 
something goes bad that 
everything’s against them 
If 
these people would just get a 
chance to go to a hospital like 
that, I think it would wake up a 
lot of them they would realize 
they don’t have it so bad 
Rhoden injured hit leg when 
he fell on a pair of garden clip­ 


pers and. after initial treatment 
from his private physician, was 
sent to the Shriners Hospital in 
Greenville. SC. He wore a 
teg brace until he was 12 years 
old and received out-patient 
care from the hospital until he 
was 16. 
At 12, Rhoden received a 
growth arrest operation to stunt 
the growth of his good left leg. 
robbing him of perhaps an inch 
of his 6-foot-3 frame. 
"The osteomyelitis had made 
the leg that I injured not grow 
at the proper rate and my 
regular leg — my good leg — 
was growing at the normal 
rate,” Rhoden pointed out. “If 
they wouldn’t have operated on 
it. it would have been unequal 
when I finished growing 
“I'd have been limping all 
around if they wouldn’t have 
done that and I’m just thankful 
to be taken care of by doctors 
like that.” 
Rhoden competed in baseball 
and basketball in high school 
and turned down a scholarship 
offer by Florida State to sign as 
the Dodgers' No. 1 draft choice 
in 1971

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Many laws, traditions, regulations 
govern political party delegates 


Being blind no handicap 


to high school junior 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Imagine two Republican nation­ 
al convention delegates — John 
Smith of Kansas and Ed Jones 
of Arkansas. Both are pledged 
to vote for President Ford on 
the first ballot; both jump to 
Ronald Reagan. 
Smith might get a lot of flak 
from his fellow delegates, but 
he is within his rights to switch. 
But if Jones repudiates his 
pledge on the first ballot, his 
state s law says he will be in­ 
eligible to hold any party office 
or to seek his party’s nomina­ 
tion for any public office for 
five years. 
Smith and Jones illustrate 
what most politely can be 
described as the many-splen- 
dored body of laws, rules and 
traditions governing the selec­ 
tion of delegates and nomina­ 
tion of candidates by American 
political parties. 
The candidates for president 
go to the national conventions 
with carefully checked and 


cross-checked lists of delegates 
pledged to themselves and their 
opponents. 
F or the m ost p a rt, the 
delegates will vote as pledged, 
at least on the first ballot. But 
also for the most part, there is 
nothing but their word of honor 
to hold delegates to their 
pledges. 
Some state laws or state 
party rules are stem on the sub­ 
ject of delegate instructions. 
Arkansas’ five-year exile from 
party affairs is the toughest, 
but a number of other states 
impose signed oaths and 
pledges and provide explicit in­ 
structions to delegates. 
No state or party rules per­ 
mit a candidate to "deliver” his 
pledged delegates to another 
candidate. 
However, some 
states specifically permit "unit 
rule” voting — a majority of 
the delegation decides for the 
entire group — that could have 
the e ffe c t of re q u irin g 
delegates to vote for a can­ 


didate they oppose. 
Of the states that "bind” 
national convention delegates, 
most release them from their 
responsibilities after the second 
ballot, although a number cover 
only the first ballot. 
Almost all states perm it 
delegates to operate as free 
agents if released by the can­ 
didate to whom they a re 
pledged, and some let delegates 
vote as they wish if their can­ 
didate receives less than a 
specified percentage of the 
previous convention ballot. 
The most common percen­ 
tage in these requirements is 
35, (F lo r id a , M ary lan d , 
Nebraska, Oregon and South 
Dakota 
use that figu re), 
although Texas and Tennessee 
release delegates when their 
candidates fall below 10 per 
cent on the third or subsequent 
ballots. 
California 
Republicans are 
bound to use their "best ef­ 
forts” for their candidates un- 


less they drop below 10 per cent 
on a ballot, while Democrats 
are supposed to stand fast 
above 10 per cent 
North Dakota delegates sign 
an oath saying they will use 
their "b est judgment and 
ability" to "ca rry out the 
wishes" of their state party 
conventions, while states such 
as Illinois specify that the 
presidential primary was "ad­ 
visory only" and bind delegates 
to nothing. 
A lot of states — Kansas, 
Colorado and Iowa, for example 
— simply do not provide in­ 
structions. In Minnesota, the 
Democratic party constitution 
forbids binding delegates. 
New Hampshire, which holds 
the firs t p rim ary of the 
presidential year, has one of the 
loosest sets of instructions. 
Delegates need pledge only that 
if elected they will attend the 
national convention unless they 
are sick or otherwise unable to 
get there.

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One-room school thrives in Humboldt 


a £ 


FERNDALE, Calif. (UPI) - 
The one-room schoolhouse may 
be close to extinction, but it’s 
thriving in at least one place. 
The Grizzly Bluff School, in 
Humboldt County on Califor­ 
nia’s North Coast, has 19 stu­ 
dents from kindergarten to fifth 
grade and a dedicated teacher, 
Mrs Elaine Cook. 
"When I started here (16 
years ago), I never had any 
problem o ver h ere, so I 
stayed," she said. 
The 100-year-old building, its 
paint peeling and the bell tower 
now silent, is the only remnant 
of the onetime community of 
Griszly Bluff. But inside, it’s a 
beehive of activity. 
Books are everywhere, piled 
three-deep on shelves, stacked 
on tables and desk-tops. 
"There’s just so many grades 
you can’t make it without all 
these books," Mrs. Cook said. 
Mrs. Cook, principal as well 
as the only teacher, believes in 
the three R ’s. 
"The schools say don’t force 
them to learn the (multiplica­ 
tion) tables, but how else are 
they going to learn them if they 
don’t memorize than?” she 
asks. 
She also makes sure that each 
student learns to read. 
"I think it’s important that 
they read every day, especially 


the little ones." 
Mrs. Cook said she has 
noticed that younger children 
learn by listening to her in­ 
struct older students, and the 
older children can help tutor 
the younger ones in the clas­ 
sroom. And with only 19 stu­ 
dents, each student gets more 
individual attention.

"If I had a big class that was 
all one grade, I couldn’t do 
that.” 
Once they reach sixth grade, 
the students are bused to the 
Femdaie Elementary School, 
six miles away. 


Mrs Cook says she feels a lot 
of school districts probably 
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regret giving up their small 
schools, and says she gets a lot 
of support for the Grizzly Bluff 
school from parents. 
"It’s the parents that want 
their kids in this school, not in 
town,” she said. 
She said she has been visited 
by people who drive by and stop 
when they see the aged 
schoolhouse. 
"They just couldn’t believe 
that schools like this are still 
around," she said. "I like it 
myself — I really do.”

"I think that Dawn has set 
goals for herself and is working 
toward them,” said track coach 
Valerie Carey. “She is a real 
disciplined person and tries to 
reach her goals." 
Miss Yerton joined the trade 
team last year as a long­ 
distance runner. With the help 
of 
t e a m m a t e s 
r unning 
alongside her, she has com­ 
peted in several meets in the 
mile and two-mile runs. 
This spring she won fifth 
place in the two-mile at the 
league championship girls 
meet, and was named the most 
inspirational runner. 
"I like to run and I just sort of 
wanted to go out for the ex­ 
perience," she said. " I didn’t 
think about the competition. 
"1 hope to place high next 
year. I am looking forward to 
it. This year I was kind of sick 
and that hurt me. Next year I’m 
going to try to beat my best 
time in the mile (6:35) and the 
two-mile (14:20)." 
Miss Yerton is able to keep 
track of her opponents by 


listening to their footsteps. She 
has learned to judge how far 
ahead or behind she is. 
Miss Yerton, who also rides 
horses and a bicycle, plays the 
piano, knits, crochets and does 
macramè, has some advice for 
other handicapped people: 
"It’s easy if you try. If you 
fall down, try again.”

Death of the 'Y' 


It is bad news to a com­ 
munity the size of Lompoc to 
lose a very worthy youth 
organization such as the 
YMCA facility. 
YMCA officials announced 
last week that they intend to 
close up shop in Lompoc on 
Sept. 1 due to mounting debts 
and very little income. It is ex­ 
pected that the organization 
will be more than $20,000 in 
debt when the doors close. 
It is not to say that the 
YMCA did not make a valiant 
e ffo rt to salv ag e th e ir 
programs. Several months ago 
they announced that they 
would have a “do-or-die” sup­ 
p le m e n ta l fund ra is in g 
program. The campaign failed 
miserably, gaining approx­ 
imately $3,000 in contributions 
when a total of $10,000 was 
hoped for. 
It would be difficult to pin­ 
point the problem as to 
w hether it was im proper 
organization or merely the 
fact that there are just too 
many solicitations under way 
at all times in our community. 
But one thing is for certain, a 


fine program went down 
drain. 
The YMCA is certainly not 
alone in their problems of 
sustenance. The Lompoc 
Valley Girls Club and the 
Lompoc Valley Boys Club are 
c o n sta n tly ex p e rie n c in g 
similar problems and hang on 
only by the skin of their 
financial teeth. 
Does Lompoc have too much 
in the way of youth programs? 
Is the money available split 
too many ways? 
We have always believed 
that a city cannot have enough 
youth programs. The problem 
lies simply in the fact that 
they must be financially sup­ 
ported by voluntary means 
and it is extremely difficult to 
motivate the giver that such 
programs are worthwhile and 
for every dollar given, a dollar 
is returned. 
We mourn the demise of the 
YMCA program. We sincerely 
hope that such a fate does not 
befall what we have left. But 
that is up to the citizen, his in­ 
terest and his voluntary con­ 
tribution when called upon.

Concerning the Republican vice- 
presidential nomination, and assuming 
that Mr. Ford is nominated, a few obser­ 
vations; 
1) No, it definitely cannot be Nelson 
Rockefeller, and his statement early in 
the week that he would not consider the 
position probably ought to be taken 
seriously even if there 
are no h isto rica l 
grounds for believing 
Mr. R ockefeller's 
episodic decisions to 
quit politics. If Nelson 
Rockefeller had said it 
instead of General 
Sherman, he’d have 
robbed us of the adjec- 
tiv e , 
*‘Sher- 
manesque.” 
Still, this time out 
his staff is probably 
correct in interpreting 
Rockefeller’s statement as Sher- 
manesque. In the almost inconceivable 
event that Ford and Reagan continued 
ballot after ballot without either one's 
achieving the necessary majority, the 
convention in Kansas City would almost 
certainly not turn to Rockefeller. Within 
the Republican Party, Ford is more pop­ 
ular than Rockefeller; so why, if Ford 
can’t make it, could Rockefeller? 
2) Nor, in my judgment, would Ronald 
Reagan be p foffered the v ic e ­ 
presidency. In the first place, Reagan is 
displeased with Ford. In the second 
place, he does not believe that Ford will 
or even could beat Carter. On top of 
which, the Party’s left-leaning wing 
takes the position that the ticket would 
go forward with two scorpions in a bottle 
who had fought their first round against 
one another 
My feeling is that as a purely profes­ 
sional matter, critics of Reagan as vice- 
presidential candidate have a persuasive 
case. As presidential candidate, he 
would occupy the center of attention. As 
vice-presidential candidate, although he 
would bring special strength to Presiden­ 
tial Candidate Ford in the sunbelt, he 
would not be given an opportunity by the 
medi’a to .cra ck the midwest or 
northeast. The impression these areas 
have of him at this moment is the im­ 
pression that would be taken to the polls 
in November! It was so of Lyndon 
Johnson in 1960 when he was campaign­ 
ing for John Kennedy. Few the stereotype 
to change, one has either to be the Presi­ 
dent. or to have been nominated for the 
President. 
Accordingly 3) Candidate Ford should 
reach out for an unorthodox, convincing 
vice-president. I would suggest James 
Schlesinger To ask him aboard as Vice- 
President after discharging him as 
Secretary of Defense is a gesture to 
Reagan, politically expedient. It has the 
unusual virtue of being a splendid 
nomination for other reasons 
Now in the event Ronald Reagan is 
selected 
1) Mr Ford would obviously not con­ 
sider it fitting that he should serve as a 
vice-presidential designate. His job, un­ 
der die circumstances, would be to ac­ 
cept defeat magnanimously, and to labor 
to effect the election of his successor 
2) Although schematically it would be 
stunning for Reagan to turn around and 
offer the vice-presidency to Nelson 
Rockefeller, as a practical matter he 
probably could not get away with it 
because too many members of the 
Republican Right will go to their graves 
l>ersua<ied that Nelson Rockefeller has 


not changed from the bad old days when 
he was striving a) to bankrupt New 
York. b> to defeat Goldwater in the elec­ 
tion, and c) to convince everyone in sight 
that the Republican Right was the foun­ 
tain of all that is evil and menacing to 
the United States. 


It does not m atter that Barry 
Goldwater has testified to Rockefeller’s 
reform, or that Ronald Reagan and 
Rockefeller have splendid personal rela­ 
tions, or that Rockefeller in the presence 
of witnesses has expressed his admira­ 
tion for Reagan’s performance as gover­ 
nor of California. There would be, simp­ 
ly. too much resentment on the part of 
those who labored to make Reagan’s 
nomination possible. 


3) Anyone clearly identified with the 
Republican Right probably would be 
redundant on a Reagan ticket. The 
search for ideological consistency, which 
brought us William Miller as vice- 
presidential candidate under Goldwater, 
gave us ideological consistency, all right 
— together with total defeat. Reagan 
suffers, at this particular moment, from 
public suspicion that although he is 
superb at what he does, he is lacking in 
genuine political imagination. Here 
would be an opportunity to surprise that 
part of the voting public; by coming up 
with a name which would surprise, and 
ultimately inspirit his friends; and con­ 
found his enemies.

WASHINGTON - It is still common 
practice on Capitol Hill for the special 
interests to pay off cooperative congres­ 
smen. The congressmen may simply 
pocket the money or use it to pay their 
expenses. They may show their 
gratitude, thereafter, by voting for the 
special interests. 
If this sounds like 
bribery, it is perfectly 
legal under the laws 
that congressm en 
have d ev ised 
to 
regulate their own 
conduct. The laws 
merely require that 
the legislators pay 
taxes on the money 
that is diverted to 
their personal use. 
Take the case of 
Rep. Will iam C. 
Wampler, R.-Va., who 
is known amoung his mountain con­ 
stituents as “the bald eagle of the 
Cumberland,’’ an affectionate reference 
to his hairless pate. He is known even 
more affectionately among the lobbyists 
who inhabit Capitol Hill as the darling of 
the special interests. 
He is partial to the coal, dairy and 
agribusiness interests, but he has also 
been a friend to the banks and the oil 
com panies. These interests haye 
returned his friendhsip by contributing 
heavily to his re-election campaigns. 
For 18 months during 1973-74, these in­ 
terests also contributed to a special fund 
that he used to purchase supplies, 
publish a newsletter and pay for his 
automobile trips back and forth to his 
district. 
In other words, he collected money 
from the special interests with his left 
hand to buy office supplies. At the same 
time, he drew money from the govern­ 
ment with his right hand to pay for office 
supplies. Some of this money wound up 
instead in his own pocket. 
Thus indirectly, Wampler benefited 
personally from the contributions he 
received from the special interests. He 
also voted down the line for these in­ 
terests. This raises a sticky question: 
when does a contribution become a 
bribe? 
Legally, the bald eagle appears to be in 
the clear. The laws permitted him to 
pocket his $6,500 government allowance 
for supplies — or, for that matter, any 
campaign contribution he may have 
wished to expropriate. He was careful to 
pay income taxes on the extra money 
that filtered into his bank account. 
In fairness to Wampler, it should also 
be added that his tangled finances aren’t 
altogether unique. Many a congressman 
would have difficulty separating his 
government allotm ents from his 
political collections. 
Wampler told us that he had made 
“ever conscious effort to comply with 
the law." He added, with apparent 
sincerity: “I have been just as honest as 
I know how to be." 
Now let’s examine the record. In 1974, 


he collected $5,000 from the dairy in­ 
terests for his re-election campaign. The 
following year he voted on three 
separate occasions to increase price sup­ 
ports for the dairy industry. Still later, 
the National Milk Producers Association 
paid him $1,000 to speak at a New 
Orleans meeting. 
Wampler has also collected thousands 
of dollars from the coal operators, both 
for his election campaigns and for his 
special fund. At the same time, he has 
championed the coal operators on 
Capitol Hill. He worked behind the 
scenes, for example, against strip min­ 
ing controls. 
Few other members of Congress have 
received such heavy financial support 
from agribusiness interests. He has ac­ 
cepted money, for example, from the 
Committee for the Advancement of Cot­ 
ton, Cotton Warehouse Government 
Relations Com m ittee, Committee 
Organized for the Trading of Cotton, and 
American Textile Industry. 
Last year, he voted to increase govern­ 
ment subsidies on cotton and to grant 
Cotton Inc.. $3 million to promote cotton 
research. 
The bald eagle championed other 
agribusiness interests at the same time 
that he raked in contributions from the 
Cane Sugar Refiners Political Action 
Committee, Canners Public Affairs 
Committee, Forest Products Political 
Committee, Florida Agricultural Educa­ 
tion Committee and Tobacco People’s 
Public Affairs Committee. 
More than 20 of Wampler’s financial 


backers are registered lobbyists for such 
groups as the U.S. Sugar and Beet As­ 
sociation, Reynolds Tobacco Company, 
Brazilian Sugar and Alcohol Institute, 
Hawaiian Sugar Planters Association, 
National Sugarbeet Growers Federation, 
National Agricultural Chemical Associa­ 
tion, American Cotton Shippers Associa­ 
tion and Sun Oil. 
The busy Wampler, meanwhile, has 
been stuffing money into one pocket and 
taking it out of another so fast that his 
finances are difficult to follow. At the 
beginning of each year, for example, he 
has withdrawn his $6,500 government 
stationery allowance and has used it to 
pay bills. Thereafter, he would make 
regular installments in his stationery ac­ 
count. 
He acknowledged to us that he has 
made $300 to $500 on his government 
allowance at the same time that he 
collected money from the special in­ 
terests to help pay his stationery bills. 
He stressed that he paid taxes on the 
money that wound up in his pocket. 
On June 5. 1974, he terminated the 
special fund that he had been collecting 
from his friends in the coal, dairy and 
agribusiness companies. But the records 
show a balance of $3,977.27, which isn’t 
accounted for. He said the money had 
been transferred to his campaign fund. 
He couldn’t understand why the books 
didn’t show it. 
The case of William Wampler, (me of 
the special interests’ best friends on 
Capitol Hill, dramatizes the need for 
financial reforms.

- (NEA) - The man 
said his name was Asa Ellis, age 61, race 
Caucasian, status vagabond. He was 
hitchhiking along Route 29, going south 
for crop work. He had a pack on his back 
and a sack under his arm. He was dirty. 
His nose ran. His whiskers were stained 
a deep yellow. I picked him up on the 
edge of Greenville. 
He wasn’t a bum, he 
said. He worked when 
he could get work, and 
moved on when he 
couldn't. It had been 
his way for 30 years. 
He spoke rapidly, 
almost gratefully, as a 
man does who is alone 
much of the time. 
“I’m not married and 
don’t want to be, I got

¿aid he ate very little, slept in the fields, 
made coffee out of various grains and 
spent his money on wine. 
He looked out the window. 
“Teddy liked wine." he said. 
“Teddy?”

The man sat quietly. Rigidly. His 
hands in his lap. “Teddy would drink 
right from the bottle, but you had to go 
careful or he’d spill it." He tore a 
cigarette in half, put one side in his 
pocket and lit the other. 
“He was a smart old bugger. He could 
sit. he could jump over a stick, he could 
count by barking. I had this thing I did 
when there were other people around; 
I’d play I was asleep and Teddy would 
come over and tap me with his nose, then 
tap me with his paw, and then like he 
was mad he’d grab my pants and growl 
like hell. It was a regular show. He was a 
smart old bugger." 
The man said he had found the dog 
years before. He had gotten up one morn­ 
ing and the animal, then a pop, was sl­ 
eeping by the dead fire coals.
